Eufaula, I. T., April 26.—A series of 


cloudbursts, heavy winds and rain storms 
occurred in and around Eufaula Saturday 
night, and extendnd over about 100 square 
miles of territory. The rain fell in tor- 
rents, and it was the heaviest for fifty 
years. Houses, fences and crops were 
washed away to an extent amounting to a 
calamity.

Killed While Saving* Hule. 


Springfield, 111., April 26.—.lames Pol- 


ard, aged 12, while endeavoring to save 
be life of a mule which be bad been 
charged to watch, was killed by a Chi- 
cago and Alton passenger train Sunday 
afternoon. 
The mule was in a pasture 


through which the railroad runs, and tbe 
boy's father left him to keep tbe animal 
from tbe rails.

GRANT MEMORIAL. 


Services Held Sunday Night at the 


Congregational Church. 


ADDRESS BY DR. S, J. BOMSTEiD 


On the Life and Character of the Grea 


General—Talk by Rev. Miller- 


Exercises in Charge of Sun- 


day Evening Club. 


Tbe members of tbe Young Men's Sun 


day Evening club held a Grant memorla 
service Sunday night at fcheJCongregation 
al ohnrcb. Tbe attendance was large'anc 
the exercises were of an interesting na 
ture. Members of tbe 0. A. B., the 
W. B. C., the S. of V. and other patriotic 
organizations to whom a special Invita 
tion had been tendered, were present 
Excellent music was rendered by a obol: 
composed of Asa SomerviUe, Ben Free 
man, Charles Hoy and Wilbur Starling. 


Dr. S. J. Buiostead made an address on 


the subjeot, "Grant from a Veteran 
Point of View." He spoke in part as 
follows: 


General Grant had already achieved 


some military reputation by the summer 
of 1862, when the speaker entered tbi 
army. His brilliant capture of Fort Don 
nelson bad given him great prestige in 
the minds of bis clowst friends, but the 
fearful battle of Sbiiob which followed 
when our army seemed to have baely es 
cnped annihilation, caused many people 
to criticise General Grant severely. Opin 
Ions were divided among my comrades as 
to the general who was likely to became 
the military chieftain at the war. 
We ex- 


pected great things from the general who 
said little, but was always ready to flghl 
and rarely ever retreated. We had gener- 
als who made us high sounding promises 
but whenever thu enemy appeared found 
it necessary to retreat We did not like 
such genorals and consequently expected 
great things of Grant." The speaker re- 
ferred to the trying period when the sol 
dlerswere camped for several months near 
Vicksburg and said at that time they 
doubted Qrant, 
But when spring came 


lie moved with great force and placed 
himself between the armies of General 
Pemberton and General Johnson, driving 
tbe former into Vlcksbnrg and tbe latter 
eastward. 
Continuing Dr. Burn a tend 


said: "E.'fore Vicksburg surrendered the 
c-itlca believed that General Grant under- 
stood his business. His grip upon tbe 
devoted city never loosened until tbe sur- 
render came. Perhaps we did not rejoice 
on that occasion. But If memory does 
not servo me falsely we rejoined w ith ex- 
ceeding great joy on that fourth of July, 
1813. Then tbe people and the army gave 
Grant tbeir fullest confidence. 
He was 


now ripe for still higher command, and 
tbe urgent necessity was soon at band, in 
;be perilous position ot Rosecrans at Chat- 
tanooga. 
Tbis department and its army 


was added to bis command, and General 
Grant hastened to tbe post of danger. 
The army was so nearly surrounded that 
IB found it difficult to get to It, bat once 
there, discouragement gave place to confl 
dence. General Grant's strategy and In- 
domitable spirit triumphed hero and tbe 
nation was soon rejoicing over this vic- 
tory. Hip praise waa on every tongue and 
,-lrtnally said "He Is a soldier, fit to 
stand by Caeear and give direction." 


The speaker referred to the great cool- 


ness which Grant always displayed under 
tbe most trying circumstance' and gave 
some amusing incidents illustrating that 
rait ot character. 
He also spoke of 


Grant's grim determination in fighting 
his enemy. In this connection he said: 
'By those whose hearts were always 
pained when our army was victorious. 
Grant was called a butcher. They would 
not seo that bis grim determination pre- 
vented the butchery of a similar number 
of other soldiers some other day, bad be 
Ike his predecessors become unnerved 
and retracted. The war between Grant 
>nd Lee was a battle of 
giants and 


also between Americans and probably 
onld have been settled in no other way. 
"he loss of life was extremely painful to 
General Grant, for 'a braver soldier never 
couched a lanae.' 
A gentler heart did 


never sway In court. And when tbe final 
Isaiter came to the confederacy through 
bis man's military genius and Indnmlt- 
,ble spirit, whose h*nd but his, assuaged 
he bitter sting of defeat to the gallant 
men be bad driven to despair, by tbe ever 
xmtracting circle of steel he had thrown 
round tbemP With none of tbe airs of 
be conquering hero a bout him, be bade 
its enemy keep bis sword, tbe men tbeir 
iorws,and there made a beginning of that 
reconciliation between tbe north and tbe 
south, now to neatly completed. 'Let us 
lave peace' was bis dying message to both 
sections. 


Let us now see if there is a reasonable 


xplanatlon for the marked traits of char- 
cter that were tbe foundation of such a 
military career. On the surface he seem- 
ed such an ordinary boy, that a neighbor 
bad tbe temerity to ask his father, why a 
boy bad not been sent to West Point that 
wooll be likely to do credit to bis dis- 
lict. Be was an unusually self-reliant 
boy, very persevering with a never ending 
took of patience, so be could not have 
»en as ordinary as some thought. Dnr- 
ng his school days his rougher comrades 


were inclined to make sport of him. On 
one occasion they were playing at mum- 
blepeg where the player had to draw tbe 
peg ant of the ground with bis teeth. 
It 


was about time to begin school when 
Ulysses' turn came and Jhe conspirators 
drove tbe peg in so deep they thought no 
one could get it out. But this boy tried 
to succeed in everything he undertook. 
So be tugged away even after tbe school 
bell rang. 
The conspirators laughed 


when they thought of his failure, and 
then tbe whipping the master would be 
sure to give him. But to their confusion 
Ulysses drew out tbe peg and the teaoher, 
probably admiring the grit of the boy, 
helped him to clean his grimy face and 
did not whip him. This Is an illustra- 
tion of tbe way the general's iron will 
was cultivated. 


"General Grant ha^ back of him as an- 


cestors two honorable families, who bad 
taken an active part in the history of their 
country. JHis father. Jesse Gram, waa 
unnoubtedlya man of much force of char- 
acter. He was also an aggressive man, 
delighting to push his arguments into tbe 
false positions of those who differed with 
him. His views were in advance ofjtboso 
about him, but that did ^not keep him 
quiet. 


The son came very naturally by his 


Indomitable spirit and pereeverence from 
his father. Tho father was as irrepressi- 
ble in bis way as was bis sen as a general. 
They both would have their way. 
This 


dauntless spirit was tempered by tbe mod- 
esty and gentleness of his mother, San- 
nab Simpson, a woman of many noble 
traits of character. 


'While we can therefore claim tbat 


General Grant as a soldier was a product 
of the times and our necessities, we can 
also show that the qualities that made 
him great, once tbe proper opportunity 
came his way, were a very natural resuli 
of tbe union in him, of tbe most consplc 
nous traits of character of bis parents. 
In conclusion, there ia little reason to 
donbtj that the position occupied by 
General Grant in the American Temple of 
fame, In close proximity to Washington 
and Lincoln, can never be taken from 
him. Our temple of fame is one not built 
with hands., It has no long drawn Isles 
and vaulted domes, but it exists neverthe- 
less, in tbe minds and bealts of our people, 
and thereon one of the loftiest pedestals, 
so long as American history sball be 
known among men, will be seen tbe form 
of tbe grim, silent soldier, who led our 
hosts to victory and In tbe moment of tri- 
umph, gave the world an exampio of mag- 
namlnity it has seldom witnessed, the 
name of Qrant beneath It 


"One of the few, tbe Immortal names 


Tbat were not born to die." 


Remark* by Kev. Miller. 


Rev. W. C. Miller, the pastor, made a 


few remarks, his subjeot being "Grant, 
the Man." He referred to Grant as a 
beacon light which made the pages of hls- 
trry brighter eaoh year. He said Grant 
was tbe logical general of toe war. He 
seemed to reason out just what be w»s to 
do and then never failed In carrying It 
out. 
Hla cool n oss was wonderful and ho 


never failed at tbe critical moment. He 
was an Imaginative man as bis mind 
reached out ahead of tbe realties of the 
present. 
He 
did not care for little 


things; be handled tbe great tbings and 
lad no time for small matters, 
Rev. 


Miller referred to Grant's Integrity as one 
of his great qualities. He did not under- 
stand why people thought be was great 
This was 
because be moved in h Is soul 


wbich was consequently so much ahead 
of his life that he did not think be bad 
accomplished much. He was a great be 
lever In morality and the nobility of char 
acter. In concluding Rev. Milller said 
that It was claimed some men were made 
great by circumstances but Grant was a 
man who had the 
the circumstances, 
the same plane with Washington and 
jlncoln in the memory of tbe people of 
ibis country.

FATE OF NORFOLK ISLAND. 


It flu Vftm Seized Mid Annexed br 


New South Walel. 


Another little republic has been ttb- 


aorbed and its individuality lost In • 
greater and more powerful state, eaya 
the New York Sun. Very quietly the 
self-governing island of Norfolk in <bhe 
South Pacific ocean has been annexed 
by the government of New South Wales 
The Inhabitants of this primitive settle- 
ment are the descendants of the muti 
neers of the Bounty, who took refuge 
on Pitcaim island in 1789. In 1856 the 
islander* had so far increased in num- 
bers that Piteairn island was insuffi- 
cient for their needs, so many migrated 
to the larger island of Norfolk, where 
they continued tiheir own. form of gov- 
ernment. 


Unfortunately their laws and meth- 


ods, though entirely satisfactory to 
themselves, recently excited tie unfa 
vorable notice of the governor of New 
South Wales. The chief fault of the 
system seemed to be that there was no 
paid policeman and no prison, and bha r 
consequently debts were difficult of re- 
covery and crime could not be punished 
adequately. Although the islanders 
unanimously declared against being 
handed over to New South Wales and 
prepared to follow their own customs, 
the British government has sanctioned 
the incorporation, and this quaint and 
flourishing commnne has come to ar 
end. 
Settlers are to be encouraged to 


farm upon the island by the cheap sale 
of land. Public houses, or saloons, 
which were formerly forbidden, will 
doubtless be allowed, and all that was 
distinctive In the community is doomed 


SCIENTIFIC EGG-HUNTER. 


The Pearly Itantllni, Not the Hen. Iq 


HI. Subject. 


Scientists are offering1 congratula- 


tions to Dr. Arthur WJlley on tie suc- 
cess of his search for tbe eggs of the 
pearly nautilus. The pearly nautilus 
is the only living representative of the 
great group ol extinct animals whose 
ohells are known as ammonites, sa3's 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch. So rare were 
specimens of the animal itself that K 
years ago $00 was paid in London for 
two preserved in spirits. The structure 
of the animal is extremely curious, and 
an account of it formed the first scien- 
tific memoir produced by Sir Bicterd 
Owen. Setting- out two years and a hall 
ago for the south seas, Dr. Willey pro- 
ceeded first to Balum, New Britain 
where he spent a year trapping the 
nautilus in 70 fathoms of wnter niul 
dredging ia vain for its eggs. He then 
tried a station on the coast of New 
Guinea, where ho was nearly drowned 
by the capsizing of his small craft 
After- passing through New Caledonin 
he arrived last summer in Lifu. on« of 
the Loyalty islnnde, where nautilus can 
be captured in three fathoms depth 
only. Here he constructed a large sub- 
marine cage, in which he kept speci- 
mens of nautilus, feeding them daily 
In December last his patient endeavors 
were rewarded. Some of the nautilu5 
spawned in the cage, and he was able 
to obtain abundnntt samples of t*.e egrgs. 
ICach epg is as Inrgc as a grape and ia 
deposited separately by the mother nau- 
tilus. It is expected that by this time 
Dr. Willey has obtained the young in 
all stages of growth. 


RULED BY A MAD GOVERNOR. 


Siberian ProTlnce Suffer* LonK from 


the Conduct of RII Innane Official. 
In the town of Gischiga, in Siberia, 


the provincial governor, Sosnin, has for 
some time past been quite mad, and lias 
been discharging his admini^trativedu- 
tiea in a most extraordinary way. The 
orders which he gave the soldiers and 
civil officials were always unreasonable, 
and frequently exceeded the bounds oi 
possibility. One of his favorite amuse- 
ments, for instance, was to order the ar- 
rest of a mimber of respectable towns- 
men, 
load, them with chains and send 


them to prison for an indefinite period. 


At other times he nouJd approach the 


sentinels stationed by the po%\der mag- 
azine and order them to leave theii 
[>osts. If they followed his directions 
they were severely punished for desert- 
ing their po.sts; if riot, they were still 
ruore severely punished for disobeying 
<heir superior officer's command. An- 
trther pastime of the goveruocr was to 
threaten to hang his junior officers, and 
one who resists an attempt to arrest 
him for this purpose was degraded from 
his rank. 


Hepeeted representations were made 


to the authorities at St. Petersburg, but 
it was only recently, after this state of 
affairs had lasted for 18 months, thait 
the lunatic governor uas removed from 
his post and conveyed to an asylum. 


Debt. Delayed HU Burial. 


The case of a burial long delayed has 


recently come to light at Bevel, a Rus- 
sian town near theUulf of Finland. The 
body thus tardily interred was that of 
a lie'.giai) soldier of fortune, the Due 
Charles de Croy, who had been com- 
mander in chief of the Russian army 
at the historic battle of Narva in 1700. 
Made a prisoner during the fight, De 
Croy took up his residence at Revel, 
where he died in the course of events; 
his creditors demurred to his burial, 
however, until his debt* were paid. 
So the soldier mummified and hja re- 
mains have ateyed ever since iua-church, 
where they: tave.been exhibited to vis- 
itors as a curiosity. Now, at last, amid 
such pomp as was to be found among 
the local authorities, he has been, given 
a fttting coffin and properly interred 
in one of the vaults of the church.

THE POPULAR IDEA. 


Bmt They Are Not All Innoceat Mea 


Who Go to Siberia. 


There is a popular idea that the 


wastes of Siberia are peopled with men 
who hnve been unjustly exiled from 
Russia, and that the criminal is really 
us difficult to find Bs the traditional 
needlein the bunch of hay. Facts, how- 
ever, saya Tit-Bits, do notsuibstantiale 
this theory any more than they do the 
large majority of popular impressions. 


A great sensation wns created two 


or three years ago by the finding of 
seven Russian exiles or prisoners who 
had mode their escape from Siberia. 
They were in an open boa* in the Pa- 
cific and were taken to San Francisco, 
whore they became the objects of popu- 
lar commiseration, as well as the text 
for the denouncing of the Russian 
methods of dealing: with political of- 
fenders. 


The Califo-rnkins, ever ready with 


sympathy, gave them clothes and found 
them work to do. It noiw appears that, 
during the interval of time that has 
elapsed between their arrival in San 
Franciscoond now, theyliave every one 
beea punished by the law of the land. 
The last of the party has just been 
sentenced, to 20 years* imprisonment 
for burglary, while one of his com- 
rades onfiy a short time back was 
hanged for two murders which he had 
committed. 


Investigations which have been made 


show that every one of these men hurl 
been sent to Siberia for reasons which 
would have earned him a corresponding 
period of exile from the haunts of hi* 
fellow men. if not absolute deportation 
from the Country, in any other part of 
the world. 


THE NORMANS. 


All the Land They Onc« Owned Notr 


In I'oftfieflftlon of the 8axon*r 


Historians are constantly reminding 


people that there is scarcely a foot ol 
soil owned in England now by the de- 
scendants of the Norman conquerors 
all the property having gradually come 
again into the possession of toe Saxons, 
who originally owned it. One of the 
rare exceptions to this state of things is 
Trafford Pork, which until a year ago 
remained in the possession of the same 
family which has held it for over 80C 
yeans, the Traffords of Traffoid. Ran- 
dolph, lord of Trafford, who lived in the 
reigns of Canute nmi Edward the Con- 
fessor, dying about.1050, was the head 
of this ancient house, which for 800 
years has employed an unbroken line 
of male successors, and whose land has 
not suffered alienation during all th* 
changes of this time. The, old place is 
one of the most romantic and pic- 
turesque spots in nil England, and, ly- 
ing as it does just without the city oi 
Manchester, it is greatly admired by 
visitors. There axe nearly 2,000 acres 
in the estate. The hall will shortly be 
turned into a hotel and the grounds 
converted into parks, golf links, race 
courses, ct^. A considerable portion of 
the fine old rand will be devoted to ship- 
ping, os'it lies along canals connecting 
directly with the ocean. It was only 
last year that the estate passed from 
the hands of its old-time owners into 
the possession of a company, which is 
dividing it up and selling it to various 
pureliasers. 


SOME FRENCH DUELS. 


Glrnrdln Killed Armand Carrel, • 


Popular Idol. 


The most prosaic, the most bourgeois 


of all eminent French statesmen and 
historians, the late M. Adolphe Thiers, 
fought a duel when a young man with 
the irate father of o pretfcy girl whom 
Thiers, while anxious to marry, did not 
wed, because he woe too poor to support 
her, says the Corohill Magazine. SfaotE 
were exchanged without results and the 
combatants embraced. 
The famous 


journalist nnd litterateur, M. Emile d< 
Oirardin, editor of La Presw, fought 
four duels in 1834 with the editors of 
otter Parisian journals because, the 
annual subscription of French daily 
newspapers being at that time 80 franco. 
be had reduced1 the price of La Presse 
by one-half, wiUi the result that the 
circulation of his paper was enormously 
increased. In the last of these duels he 
had the misfortune to kill Armand Car- 
rel, a man of talent and a popular idol. 
Girardin, who was shot in the hip, had 
lingered between life and death for 
weeks before he recovered from his 
wound, and never, in spite of repeated 
provocations, could he be induced to 
fight another duel. "Dueling," he sa'd. 
'is a fai 't of our education againet 
which our intelligence protests." But 
in France you must have killed youi 
man to be able.to say that.

The egg 's use<la* Ea«tertide as sym- 


polic of the Insurrection. As tbegerai 
of life lies dormant in the egg ready to 
break forth into a new existence, so 
Christ lav in the tomb.

u'si-il so widely upon the feast. 


It is not probable, however, that the 


OUst<>m of using eggs at this time of the 
year originated with the Christians. It 
';.. -.IK! that the Jews considered those 
(dibit's as symbolic of the recreation of 
,!„> human race after the deluge, the 
j-t-inii.-uit of mankind being held dor- 
mant in the ark as the germ of life with- 
in tbe eggshell. Other commentators 
sav that the Jews considered them as 
tvpes of the bondage of the race living 
vet entombed during trie captivity in 
Egypt1. Which of these theories is cor- 
rect it is impossible to discover. But 
UTV ni.my folk-lore students agree to 
the' fact that eggs were early used by 
the Jewish nation at the Passover sea- 
eon. 


As the Jewish Passover time corres- 


ponds to that of our Easter it is not un- 
likely that we derive the Easter egg 
custom from this source, applying to It 
SB emblematic meaning suitable to the 
season. Again, it is found that the cus- 
tom of using egjrs at this time of the 
year prevailed among various pagan 
trilH'b and nations. These peoples, 
many of them, worshiped deities who 
underwent "reincarnations" or rebirths

Presentation of a Gavel by Un- 


cle Aleck Bell to the 


C. E. Society. 


the anniversary exercises at the Cum 


berland Presbyterian church at lit. Zlon 
on Saturday and Sunday were a splendid 
success, and most intensely interesting. 
Owing to the very disagreeable weather 
and the condition 
of the roads large 


numbers whcM ere expected to be in at 
tendance were prevented from coming 
and it was not foand necessary to bold 
any overflow meetings. 
Despite the rain 


and tha mud on Sunday all day the (mat- 
ing capacity of the church was tested, 
and chairs were placed in the aisles. Had 
the weather been more favorable it would 
have kept the people of Mt. Zion busy to 
take care of their visitors, and provide 
meeting places for them. As it was it 
was remarked that so many did plongb 
through the mud and rain and come any- 
how. The attendance was rather small 
at the first service on Saturday morning, 
but on Saturday evening and Sunday it 
nag very gratifying under the conditions. 


The program as published in the Re- 


publican was carried out, with the excep- 
tion that 
on Sunday afternoon Rev. 


Hnghey was not present to conduct the 
old people's meeting. 


The decoration of the church was pret- 


ty and most appropriate. The wall! wepo 
hung with pictures, the most noticeable 
of which were the photographs of promt 
nent people connected with the history of 
the organization. 


One of the most interesting pictures

An inter- 
esting reho was a black cat from the ok 
log church that used to stand at Mt. 
Zlon, on one side of the block was the In 
scriptlon In gilded letters, "April 31 
1830," on another side it was read "April 
34,1897." This block will be preserved 


Probably the most touching and im 


pressive Incident in the whole service was 
the presentation from Uncle Aleck Bell 
the only living charter member of the 
church, to the Christian Endeavor society 
of a gavel made from the wood of tbaolc 
log church. It was a sight long to be re- 
membered. The dear old man boweu 
wjth the weight of bis 86 years was In his 
place in his easy obalr down at the foot of 
the pulpit. After tbe address Sunday 
morning tbe pastor. Rev. M. C Cockrum, 
called the C E society forward into the 
altar, beginning with tbe president am 
other officers and then the chairman and 
members of tbe various committees am 
lastly the whole remaining membersbip 
of the society. In an eloquent and touch 
ing address Rev. Cockrum in tbe name o; 
Uncle Aleck presented tbe gavel to tbe 
president of the society, W. L. Riber. 
Then tallowed a scene that must be wit- 
nessed to be apppreciated 
A hymn was 


sung that Uncle Aleck has selected 
"Blessed be tbe Tie that Binds," while 
the whole society gathered about tbe 
blessed old saint and grasped his witberac 
and feeble hands. The tears fell like rain 
from the eyes of the congregation and tbe 
whole congregation pressed forward anc 
joined in the hand shaking. When stand 
ing near by Father Bell occasionally above 
the swelling music of the grand old hymn 
yon could hear the joyful exclamations 
and benedictions pouring from bis aged 
lips and it seemed almost like as a voice 
from tbe other world. Such scenes can 
not be described; they mnst be witnessed. 
Several hymns were snug until all pros 
ent bad had an opportunity to pass and 
grasp Uncle Aleck by tbe hand. 


The gavel was made and presented by 


Uncle Aleck's direction; and who knows 
but what it may have been cut from one 
of the very logs that be hewed with bis 
own .hands and placed in tbe wall of the 
old chnrob over a half century ago. 
yThe addresses by tbe speakers wen all 
able and well delivered, th» memorial 
sermon on Sunday morning by Rev. N. 
M. Baker being one of the grandest and 
most Inspiring efforts aver listened to in 
that church. 


The old people's meeting on Sunday 


afternoon 
was very interesting. 
It 


abounded In reminiscences sparkling with 
humor, and Incidents pathetic and touch- 
ing. The scenes and recollections oon- 
neated with the old camp ground and 
camp meetings were dwelt on oftenest 
The descriptions given and customs of 
living and manner of public worship were 
full of novelties for the younger persons 
present The opinion was often expressed 
that but for certain olroamrtanoes and 
unexpected changes and developments 
years ago whoa tbe chances seamed even 
or really In Mt Zion's favor, that Mt. 
Zion would today have been tbe flourish 
Ing county seat of Maoon county, and De- 
catnr a littlo place baok in tbe timber 
where tbe train stopped toj take on peo- 
ple with the'r eggs and butter.
